29—Dr. Hawley 
Harv rippen and Ethe}] Clara Le- 
nevi typist, were both charged 
wit. fe murder of Belle Elmore, the 
doctor’s actress wife, when formally 
arraigned today in the Bow Street 
Pahce Court. 

Inspector Dew, in testifying 


garding his capture of the fugitives 
and his return with them to England, 
told the court that Crippen had 
threatened suicide and this was the 
reason he was kept in irons on the 
journey across the ocean. 

Inspector Dew briefly described the 
arrests on board the steamer Montrose 
as the vessel approached Quebec. As hé 
took Crippen into custody, the latter 
said: 

“I am not sorry. My anxiety has been 
too much.”’ 

Dew sald that he told Crippen that he 
must put him in handcuffs, “‘as you 
have written that you inf@€nded jumping 
overboard.”’ 

To this Crippen replied: ‘‘I will not do 
that. My anxiety has been too awful.” 
Wrote of Night Horror. 
Explaining his suspicion that the fu- 
gitive had planned to commit suicide, 
the inspector exhibited to the court a 
business card on one side of which were

During the proceedings, Inspector Dew 
quoted Crippen as declaring that his 
companion knew nothing of the trouble 
in which he was involved, and Miss Le- 
neve was said to have protested her in- 
nocence. ’ 

Asking after Miss Leneve, Crippen said 
to the inspector: J 

“I will do all I can for her. It is 
only fair to say that she knows noth- 
ing about it. I never told her any- 
thing.’

OF BRAIN IN ACTION AND 
ENLARGE THEM 5000 TIMES 


Psychologist Announces Plan for 
Study of Criminals and 
Idiots. 


Bpecial to the Post-Dispatch. 

BOSTON, Mass., Aug. 29.—‘‘We are 
to take moving pictures of the brain in 
motion; it,is the next step in scientific 
development, and it will mean mercy 
and proper treatment for so-called crim- 


inals and justice for self-willed crim- |! 


inals. Soon we will be able to know 
the histology of the brain and modify 
it by a standard which may be easily 
established. Then we need have no 
more foot-free fools or super-educated 
car conductors,” says Dr. Max Baff, 


psychologist of Clark University at 
Worcester. 

He declares that a scientist in Buenos 
Ayres is constructing a microscopic at- 
tachment for an X-ray apparatus and 
that this miscroscope will magnify to 
5000 diameters. In other words, by the 
application of this device to the X-ray 
and cinematograph, the brain cells will 
appear upon the screen and will be 
developed to 5000 times their normal 
size. It will be the same as though a 
person were to watch the motions of 
an ant enlarged to the size of a rat.

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RAIN OF BULLETS 
STOPS AN ESCAPE 
FROM WORKHOUSE 


Ten Prisoners Bore Through 
Brick Wall but Are Stopped 
by Guards. 


ONE IS BADLY HURT

Falls Into Aeraway in the 
Darkness and His Skull Is 
Fractured. 





Headed off by a shower of bullets 
fired from three points of a triangie, 
cizght of 10 workhouse pu1soners who 
were seeking to escape from 
grounds after having dug their way 
through the brick wa!l of the cld cel) 
building, sought refuge in the chapc! 
adjoining the new cell house, where 
they were taken by the guards. One 
cf the other two prisoners fel) into a 
1¢-foot ureaway In front os the chapel 


and his skull wag fractured. Yhe tenth 
prisoner, Thomas Monohan, disap- 
peared and has not been found. 

The break, the second of its kind at 
the workhouse in the past year, oc- 
curred at 1:20 a. m. Monday. The pris- 
oners, carrying out a well arranged 
vr*ot. made a dash for the big gate ai 
the front of the grounds at a time 
when they knew only one guard was 
on duty there. 

Guards Open Fire. 

Thev had miscalculated to the ex- 
tent of a few minutes, however, for 
two guards who had just left the 
office were only 75 feet away at the 
time. The three guards standing at 
different points formed a triangle 
and when they heard the prisoners 
rushing toward the gate all opened 
fire. Bullets fell among the prison- 
ers so fast they stopped, lowered 
their heads, shielded themselves with 
their arms and then like frightened 
mice crowded into the chapel. 

The prisoners evidently thought 
they could escape through the chapel 
but in this they were mistaken as 
iron bars at the windows made the 
building as strong a cage as the 
new celi - house. 

The building from which the 10 
made their break for liberty is un- 
dergoing alterations under the super- 
vision of the Board of Public Im- 
provements which is seeking to make 
it fire proof by tearing out the old 
brick walls and putting in a fire 
wall, lined with concrete. 

Used Workmen’s Tools. 

Cell No. 9, from which the prisoners 
escaped, is in the center of the build- 
ing and is the last cell in the western 
wing, six others having been torn down. 
The west wall of Cell 9 is a four-inch 
brick ,affair and the prisoners found 
little difficulty tn drilling a hole large 
enough to permit the passage of their 
bodies. They used tools belonging to 
the workmen who are remodeling tle 
building. 

Outside the cell house the prisoners 
found only the big gate between them- 
selves and liberty. The gate has a 
heavy lock and bars, but armed with 
tools the prisoners would have forced 
it open easily had they not been fired 
upon. 

‘Reckoning upon only one guard being 
at the gate it was evidently the pur- 
pose of the prisoners to attack and 
overpower him, but their plans were 
frustrated before they had advanced 
ten feet from the cell house. 

’ Riot Call Turned In. 

Chief Guard Ed Kimberlin, on duty at 
the gate, saw the small crowd of pris- 
oners making a rush for the front of the 
grounds and shouted for them to halt. 
He was heard by Guards William Wag- 
ner and Anton Wotowa, who were each 
about seventy-five feet away, but walk- 
ing in opposite directions. They turned 
immediately, and hearing a shot from 
Kimberlin’s revolver, opened fire in the 
dark. 

After rounding up the prisoners, the 
guards accounted for all except Mono- 
han. Sam Gibson, who had fallen into 
the areaway, was taken to the city 
hospital in a critical condition. The 
eight others were ordered into dungeons 
by Supt. Dawson, who, awakened by 
the shots, armed himself and ran from 
his house. He summoned all the guards 
who were not on duty at the time and 
sent a riot call to police headquarters. 

Patrolmen from the Wyoming Street 
District surrounded the Workhouse 
grounds, but their presence was un- 
necessary as there was no further 
demonstration on the part of the 
prisoners. , 

The eight whose escape was pre- 
vented were: Michael Kelly, Fdward 
Divine, Roy Wilson, James Patterson, 
James Towell, George Holliday, 
Michael Kelly, Edward Blakely and 
Thomas Murphy. They @re serving; 
terms ranging from six months to a 
year. Monohan, who got away, was 
sent to the workhouse July 20 to 
serve a year for larceny. He is $1 
gears old. Gibson, the injured pris- 
oner, is. 19 years old and Is serving 
a six months’ sentence for larceny. 
He was sent to the workhouse Aug, 
23. : 

Menohan Has Record, 

Monohan, the only orie of the prisoners 
who got away, is recognized by the 
police as a safe robber and pickpocket— 
an unusual combination to be found itn 
criminals—and hie picture adorns the 
rogues’ gallery. The photos of Blakely 
and Divine also are in the gallery. They 
are pickpockets, the police say. Mono-

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TAFT WANTS PARTY. 
KEPT IN POWER 10 
REDEEM PROMISES 


President, in Letter to Con- 
gressman McKinley, Admits 
Much Is to Be Done. 


TARIFF. IS DEFENDED 


Asks Public to Re-Elect Re- 
publicans and Await Full 
Test of Payne Law.

NEW YORK, Aug. 
Taft’s letter to W. B. McKinley, chalir- 
man of the Republican Congressional 
Committee giving reasons why Repub- 
licans should be supported for Con- 
gress at the November election was 
made public by the New York head- 
quarters of the committee. 

The President in the document says 
that the differences between Repub- 
licans should be forgotten in the con- 
gressional eiections, and that ‘‘all Re- 
publicans who believe in party principles 
as declared in its national platform in 
1908 should give to the candidates ef- 
fective and loyal support. It this is 
done, he declares, there will be “no 
doubt of a return of a Republican ma- 
jority.’’ As to the tariff, the President 
says: 

“Tt seems to me that all Republicans 
—canservative, progressive and radical 
—may well abide the situation with re- 
spect to the tariff until evidence now 
being accumulated shall justify changes 
in the rates.’ Mr. Taft’s plan for re- 
vision by Congress of individual sched- 
ules after investigation by the Tariff 
Commission is discussed in this connec- 
tion. 

President’s Letter in Part. 

The letter follows in part: 


“The charge that the present tariff 


is responsible for the increase in prices 
for necessities is demonstrably false be- 
eause the high prices, with very ‘few ex- 
ceptions, affect articles in the tariff 
upon which there was no increase in 
yates or in respect to which there was a 
substantial reduction. 

“One great virtue in the new tariff law 
including the corporation tax, is that, 
taken with the current effort of the ad- 
Hinistration, to keep down or reduce 
governmental expenditures and to reform 
the method of collecting the customs 
revenue, it has, by its revenue-produc- 
ing capacity, turned a deficit in the ordi- 
fary operations of the Government of 
$58,000,000. for the year ending’ June 39, 
1903, to a surplus in the first full year ef 
the law, ending Aug. 5, 1910, of $26,000,000. 

“Again, the présent law in its cor- 
poration tax imposes a new kind of tax 
which has many of the merits of an in- 
come tax. It is one of the most useful 
and important changes in our revenue 
laws, as the future will show. In spite 
of the criticism heaped upon it at its 
passage, no party responsible for reve- 
nues or anxious to retain every means 
of legitimate supervision of corporations 
will repeal it. 

“The next most important work of 
the present Congress was the passage 
of the amendment to the interstate com- 
merce bill. The bill as at present in 
force is an excellent bill. It is not 
enacted in a epirit of hostility to rail- 
roafis, but it submits them to a closer 
and more effective supervision by the 
Interstate Commerce Commission te 
avoid injustice in their management and 
eontrol. 

Ottes Postal Savings Banks. 

“The postal savings bank bill has a 
Similar history. It is one of the great 
congressional enactments. It creates an 
epoch.

PHOLDS CRUSADE 
FOR CLEAN BREAD 


State Associations Official 
Organ Urges Stringent 
Regulations. 








The position taken by the Post-Dis- 
patch in opposition to unsanitary bak- 
eries is upheld in an editorial in the 
August issue of the journal of the Mis- 


souri State Medical Association, an of- 
ficial publication. 

Under the heading of ‘“Unsanitary 
Bakeries,’’ the journal calls attention to 
the great danger to the public health 
from bakeries of the sort which the 
Post-Dispatch has recently exposed. As 
a@ remedy it urges that bakers be re- 
quired to inclose each loaf [n a sealed 
wrapper. The editorial reads: 

No leniency should be extended to 
proprietors of bakeries who fail to 
keep their shops clean and sanitary. 
Immediate closure should be the pen- 
alty of negligence of the simple rules 
of sanitation in this industry. 

An inspector of the Sst. Louis 
Health Department recently discoy- 
ered a bake shop in the Ghetto, 
where the conditions were ‘simply 
nauseating,”” yet the proprietor was 
allowed to continue in business sev- 
eral weeks before a positive order to 
clean up or close up at once was 
issued against him. 

Favors Sealed Packages. 

The dirty bake shop in any com- 
munity is a disgrace to that commu- 
nity and a menace to every person 
who eats bread baked in unsanitary 
surroundings. There should be a 
system of inspection of bakeries not 
only in the large cities, but through- 
out the State. Stringent rules should 
be established and competent and 
conscientious inspectors employed to 
enforce them, and immediate closure 
should be the punishment for shops 
in which the rules were disregarded 
after the first warning against diso- 
bedience. Bakers would then find it 
more profitable to maintain clean and 
sanitary kitchens than to disobey the 
law. 

A clean bake shop, however, gives 
no guarantee that the bread is clean 
when it is put on the table. Keeping 
the shop clean is only the first step 
in the effort to give the people clean 
bread. It needs no argument to con- 
vince even the most casual observer, 
that bread handled by drivers of de. 
livery wagons cannot remain clean 
many minutes after leaving the bak- 
ery. 

From the time ft is dumped into 
the wagon until it reaches the con. 
sumer, our bread is tossed about by 
unclean persons, thrown into unclean 
bins and boxes, investigated, sam- 
pled and made a depository by fijes, 
and finally delivered to the consumer 
by unclean grocery clerks, who wet | 
their thumb and finger to grasp un- 
clean paper for wrapping the loaves, 

Not until bakers are compelled t- 
enclose each loaf of bread in 4 sealed 
wrapper, will we have &n &pproach 
to clean bread. :

‘Humorous Story. 


HE premiere presentation of 
ef Lewis B. Ely’s prize-winning 
play, “Tar and Feathers,” at 
Suburban Garden Theater last night 
developed into an event very much 
out of the ordinary in importance and 
significance. 
Unless all signs fail, and there is 
excellent reason to believe that this 
is not in the least likely, the occa- 
sion-assumes distinction as marking 
the émergence into the spotlight of 
a new American dramatist of sincere 
native inspiration and power so con- 
siderable that he may well be ex- 
pected to contribute notably to that 
school of American drama which <de- 
rives its value from the fact that it 
is homespun of American material 
and makes the most of this material 
in a distinctively American way. 

Mr. Ely’s play is a modest, yet con- 
fident and capable exposition of the 
good results possible to a playwright 
who is content with the character 
and atmosphere of his own familiar 
environment as constituting the 
warp and woof of the web from 
which his completed fabric is made. 
Written hastily for competition in 
the St. Louis Times playwright con- 
test it is an admirable achievement 
in despite of its hurried performance 
and contains undeniable indications 
of that inherent vitality necessary 
to permanence in the art of which it 
is now a consummated feature. 

It is true that Mr. Ely does not sub- 

mit a task which, in its first-night form, 
stands witlrout flaw. But it is equally 
true that his play’s merits far outnum- 
ber its demerits, and that the note of 
its ultimate sounding is plainly the note 
of worthy achievement. 
“Tar and Feathers’ is, in essentials, 
already a successful comedy-drama of 
Missouri life. Its dominant atmosphere 
is that of fidelity to this life. It is the 
homely atmosphere of Boonetown, the 
play name of.the Missouri village in 
which its scenes are set. This atmos- 
phere is instantly and faithfully created 
in the play’s opening scene, showing the 
quaintly true little newspaper office 
where, one by one, the story’s principal 
characters are introduced. Not there- 
after is it dissipated. It controls the 
words and acts of the play's people. 
and, finally, it dictates, and holds con- 
sistent to itself, the incidents composing 
the play’s drama, an imperative requi- 
site in the making of plays whose sub- 
stance is drawn from living character 
and whose action is set upon a veritable 
section of the real earth. 

The especial strerigth and promise 
of “Tar and Feathers” is found in the 
Missouri people of its drawing. It 
is here that Mr. Ely is at his best, 
and it is here that the surest appeal 
of his play makes itself felt. In the 
characters of Col. Pringle, the hap- 
less gentleman-drunkard editor of the 
Boonetown Sharpshooter; of the Hon. 
Griffith Crowder, the double-dealing 
Congressman from that district; of 
Fevely Sadders, foreman of the Sharp- 
shooter’s composing room; of Josiah 
Dodd, president of the Traders’ Bank 
of Boonetown; of Joe Bass, county 
chairman; of “‘Whiney”. Jones, a rep- 
resentative of the “poor white trash,” 
of “Bump” Timmons, e leisurely coun- 
try lad of the Southwest, and of the 
Rev. Mr. Murdock, pastor of the yvii- 
}lage church, there is presented a 
¢roup of Missouri types keenly con- 
ceived and drawn with loving strokes 
of faithfulness astonishingly effect- 
dve as the work of a hitherto untried 
playwright.

pete =: which all humanity seems to in- 
sist in the completed offering of either 
fiction or the drama. It tells its audi- 
ence of what veraciously came to pass 
in the village of Boonetown. in the 
State of Missouri, during a fierce po- 
Htical, campaign on the prohibition 
issue, a hypocritical office seeKer and @ 
fraud-hating young newspaper man 
being the arch-antagonists of the plot’s 
development. A pretty romance involv- 
ing the joyrnalist-hero and the daughter 
of the editor of the Boonetown paper 
in which he had bought a half-interest 
in order to prosecute his justified fight 
against the faithfless congressman 
comes legitimatel; across the footlights 
as constituting the play’s gentler phase 
and adding satisfaction to the story’s 
happy ending. And there is a vast lot 
of good comedy interwoven into the dra- 
matic action, such genuine comedy, in- 
deed, that last night’s audience was kept 
is gusts of laughter throughout most 
of the evening. 


All of which, as you will gee, prom- 
ises well for the permanent success of 
Mr. Ely’s play in the footlight world 
to which it, has now been introduced 
through the excellent medium of a Sub- 
urban production. 

The defects found in the play, to my 
thinking, exist at the close of the sec- 
ond act and make themselves felt in the 
sobviously hurried : and occasionally 
slurred shaping of the third and fourth.

The first act, in which is begun the 
vigorous conflict between young Tom 
Shelby, the newspaper-hero, and Griffith 
Crowder, the public-fooling Congress- 
man, impressed me as being admirable in 
its construction, ciosing with a rattlingly 
strong and effective line placed in 
young Shelby’s mouth that sends its 
curtain down with compelling dramatic 
emphasis. 


The second act’s close, at the mo- 
ment of the wrecking of the Sharp- 
shooter office and the tar-and-feathcr- 
ing of young Shelby, is too exclusively 
a finish of excited action without the 
few necessary illuminating words 
“clinching’’ this action. It seemed to 
me last night tl_at the second-act cur- 
tain could be made to descend with a 
far more commanding appeal on an im- 
passioned word or two, either from the 
temporarily overwhelmed young hero of 
the play's story or from his triumphant 
opponent--juvst enough, you know, to 
make secondary the “‘mob” element of 
the picture, to accentuate the strong 
personal note of the fight to the finish 
between these two, and to make it 
plain that the last round of the battie 
i< still to be fought, with the “fighting 
blood’ of young. Shelby and Congress- 
man Crowder now at. fever .heat. 

The third act, bringing with it a most 
Garingly novel scene in a country 
church at the close of the Sunday morn- 
ing service, that of the successful de- 
nunciation znd exposure of Crowder by 
young Shelby, Is big with faithfulness 
and quiet humor in fts opening aspects, 
but marred by a perfervid and over- 
played melodrama touch in its final 
phases. Tom Shelby, good fighter that 
he was, would not become cemi-hys- 
terical in this scene—a white-hot ‘super- 
ficial calmness and steadiness of de- 
meaner would be far more effective 
here than all the ranting in the world. 

In the fourth act, I am inclined to 
believe, there could be accomplished 
a material betterment if, during the 
nomination of Editor Pringle to Con- 
gress and the blissful adjustment of 
the love affair between young Shelby 
and the editor’s plucky daughter, 
there should be just a moment or so 
of the emergence of Crowder, here to 
receive the ultimate “knockout” which 
ig the due of all villains in the last 
act—a conventional detail, it is true, 
yet unfailingly relished by an audi- 
ence and, in this instance, especially 
demanded by the earlier shaping of 
the play’s story. Then, with just a 
bit more care revealed in emphasizing 
the happy culmination of Love's 
young dream—and down with your 
curtain’ on a very good play indeed! 

The Suburban company distinguish- 
ed. itself by a sincerely competent 
presentation of Mr. Ely’s play. Wal- 
ter B. Gilbert made a hot-blooded and 


satisfyingly realized the Congressman 
Crowder role. Morris McHugh was 
the delight of the house in the big 
comedy that falls to the unfailingly 
admirable Pevely Sadders. Horace 
Porter, save for a faulty over-em- 
phasizeq “make-up,” was entirely ac- 
ceptable as Col. Pringle, playing the 
part with an exquisite Missouri drawl 
and. giving it a certain very effective 
touch of pathétic hopelessness in its 
earlier moments.

A very sincere piety and genuine re- 
ligious faith, blended with strong. drama 
that at moments reached the intensity 
of melodrama, was the distinctly novel 
ecmbination offered yesterday after- 
noon and last nighi at the American, 
where “The Rosary,” a new play of 
hetpful teaching, delighted iwo big au- 
diences. 

The play tells a modest and unassum- 
ing story of how the watchful and pro- 
tective influence of a good priest ulti-

Equally plausible, however, is shown 
the power of the influence of good fight- 
ing against evil. This exposition is so 
simply and plainly submitted, indeed, 
that the play’s story of battle between 
good and evil, the former embodied in 
the venerabie figure of the Rev. Brian 
Kelly, parish priest, and the latter in 
that of Kenward Wright, the play’s 
villain, is made to posses all the appeal 
of the earlier morality plays with which 
the stage had its beginning. The good 
Father Kelly is at every moment true 
to type, a zealous and watchful shep- 
herd, solicitious of the safety of souls, 
brave in the performance of his duty, 
fervent and uncompromising for the 
right. The logical sequence of events 
that culminate in his ultimate triumph, 
resulting not only in the regaining of 
happiness for the young husband and 
wife of the play, but in the redemptior 
of the villain himself, is convincingly 
shown and the play’s teaching through- 
out is of the highest value in essentials. 

Harrington Reynolds presents a most 
satisfying portrayal of the role of Fath- 
er Kelley, dignified, yet humorous on 
occasion, filled with love for humanity, 
vital with zeal in his holy calling, and 
touched always with pity for human 
weakness.

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THREE NOBLE JAMESES. 

William James of Harvard has passed away. 
His brother, Henry James, is critically ill, and 
their father, Henry James, died in 1882. Of all 
three, however, it may be truly said that they 
live and will live in their works, and that all 
three made so profound an impression upon the 
thought of their time that death appears an in- 
significant incident in their careers. 

Henry James, thé elder, was a giant intellect, 
but his bent was theology. Admiring the other- 
world scheme unfolded by the great Swedenborg, 
he may be said to have Americanized it in its 
influence upon this world’s affairs. While illu- 
minating the Swedish seer, he combated the at- 
tempt to build up a powerful ecclesiasticism upon 
his theological system. 

The two sons of this thinker, William and 
Henry, inherited their father’s brilliance, bu: by 
exhibiting new and entirely different phases of 
intellectual activity seemed to prove that, in the 
stream of heredity, the old adage about a river 
not being able to rise afove its source does not 
apply. Each outdid his parents in achieving in- 
tellectual success. 

The mind of William James was clear, direct 
and practical. Neither son followed the mystical 
trend of the father. Bringing the study of psy- 
chology down to the level of “‘the man in the 
street,” of whom he was fond of talking, William 
James shed a light on the human mind which 
will steadily increase. ‘And his broad humani- 
tarianism induced him to indulge in pictures of 
a new social development in which the human 
race might stand shoulder to shoulder as an 
army, to triumph over the ills of Nature, instead 
of combining against each other for mutual 
slaughter. 

The world does not really lose such men as 
these. Their work. being finished, death cannot 
cut them off from the race, diminish their useful- 
ness nor dim their fame.

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GOLF AND TENNIS,

We are naturally hearine it often 
sald just now that lawn tennis is 
rich in dramatic elements; the clash 
of action, the gradual culmination of 
suspense, the sudden cutting of the 
knot. This is indubitable, but is it 
true of tennis alone? Dees it not 
held also for that rival sport in which 
two opponents meet—golf? Cursorily 
considered, these two games have al- 
most nothing in common, Tennis re- 
quires craft mixed with impetuosity; 
golf demands skill working out 
through an almost frigid repose. 
Success in tennis is grounded upon 
unremitting consciousness of an an- 
tagonist; achievement in golf often 
depends upon utter forgetfulness of 
any opponent. Tennis is the strife of 
man against man; golf is the strife 
which one’s hands play against one’s 
brain. And it will hardly do to de- 
clare that the latter process is with- 
out its drama. 

In reality, golf contains more of 
the elements of true drama than ten- 
nis. This is true, because golf is 
more a matter of the spirit. The 
player must conquer the possible 
catastrophe by conquering him- 
self—his fear of that particular hole, 
his terror of the bunker, his feeling 
that.on that day he is “off” his 
game. If this struggle of the soul 
is not dramatic, where is drama to be 
found? Nowadays it is granted that 
the drama may be subjective and be 
all the greater drama for that, and 
golf is the most subjective of games 
played under the open sky. It Is the 
“Hamlet” of sports; compared to it, 
tennis is often only melodrama.

IMPROVED BOXER, 


He Goes 20 Rounds in. 
Second Fight. 





By ROBERT EDGREN. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 2.—Mr. W. F. 
Corbett, the noted Australian sporting 
writer, came to this country with Hugh 
McIntosh and Bill Lang and Tommy 
Burns and Bob Fitzsimmons, just in 
time to see the fight between Jeffries 
and Johnson at Reno. 

Mr. Corbett has done a great deal of 
voxing himself and knows the game. 
He has been identified with the ring 
for many years, outside of the ropes, 
and has had a chance to study Peter 
Jackson, Bob Fitzsimmons, Jim Hall, 
Young Griffo and scores of other fam- 
ous fighters’ from beginning to end of 
their careers. < 

‘Mr. Corbett kindly consented to write 
a few lines about the new Austrailan 
fighter, Bill Lang. He Knows Lang 
well and has seen him in all of his im- 
portant fights. 

Here is Mr. Corbett’s letter: 

“Mr. H. D. McIntosh, in his quest for 
a man to defeat the black heavyweight 
champion of the world, has taken on a 
big contract. He brought Bill Lang 
from Australia under the impression 
that he might match him vAth Jack 
Johnson, whether the negro won or lost 
at Reno, but thus far he has failed 
to arrange a meeting between the two. 

‘Lang has proved an expensive hobby 
for McIntosh so far. He must be a 
|} big loser on the venture, no matter how 
it turns out, but that 4@oes not trouble 
him. Mr. McIntosh is a great lover of 
his country, and he likes to see her 
‘well in the forefront, particularly as a 
producer of athletes. Consequently, if 
Lang succeeds against Kaufman at 
Philadelphia on the fifth of next month, 
there will be no prouder ,man in the 
United States than Mr. McIntosh, and 
there will surely be great joy in the 
land of Lang’s birth, where his modert 
bearing and simple earnestness have 
won him hosts of friends. 

“That Lang should have a  gocd 
chance with the best, there is -qvery 
reason to beliave. He is a big, strong 
fellow, standing over six feet high and 
weighing about 196 pounds. He is fu:l 
of ambition and grit and has skill (self 
taught) much more than is usual in 
these degenerate pugilistic times. 

“Lang is, or was, until he took to 
the game of uphelstered fists, a noted 
cyclist with remarkable powers of en- 
durance. He was once a famous foot- 
ball player,, playing the Australian 
game, which calls for quickness of 
thought and veadiness of resource far 
beyond ‘that demanded by many other 
pastimes. 

Has Already Fought Johnson, 

“Lang, with only a few days’ prepa- 
ration, faced Johnson in Melbourne, 
Australia, four years ago and stood be- 
fore him for nine rounds, making a 
fine showing the while, and then only 
withdrew at his seconds’ bidding when 
want of condition had told its tale. 

“The big Australian, who will figure 
at Philadelphia on Labor day, won the 
heavyweight championship of Australia 
when he knocked out in one round Bill 
Smith, an elongated pugilist who stood 
high over his opponent and was known 
as ‘The Bounding Bushman.’ Smith had 
previously beaten the powerful South 
African champion, Mike Williams, twice 
(once in three rounds.) 

‘The overthrow of the giant negro, 
Peter Felix, who was a skillful boxer, 
cost Lang something In the way of ef- 
fort on the first occasion, but the next 
time they met it ‘was an easy task. 
Lang beat Bill Squires (without much 
trouble) three times since Squires re- 
turned home from America and En- 
giand. 

“Tommy Burns won two victories over

The trade in wheat was quiet today; 
no factor of importance developing to 
stimulate a demand from the buyers or 
pressure of offerings from the sellers. 
Prices moved through a narrow range, 
reflecting merely the scalping views of 
the pit element. 

Liverpool prices were higher, with the 
demand active on firm American cables. 
Genera] rains in the United Kingdom 
over Sunday, which are delaying the 


harvest, and an improved demand for | 
cargoes and parcels, firmly held, were 
stimulating influences. 

The world’s wheat shipments for the 
week were enormous, totaling 14,082,000 
bu, against 12,940,000 bu the previous 
week, and 8,992,000 bu last year. Supplies 
from Russia and the Danube caused the 
increase, being 9,200,000 bu, against 4,- 
448,000 bu last year. Shipments in detail 
were:

FLIES OVER LAKE GENEVA 


Swiss Aviator Wins Prize by Go- 
ing 41 Miles. 


GENEVA, Aug. 29.—Armand Dufaux 
won the Swiss Aviation Club’s prize for 
a flight across Lake Geneva in an 
aeroplane. Starting at Moviille, four 
miles south of Montreaux, he flew to 
Collinges, near Geneva. 

The distance, about forty-one miles, 
was made by M. Dufaux in 56 minutes.

DENVER, Colo., Aug. 29.—The salute 
of a cannon welcomed Col. Roosevelt 
to Denver, as his special train drew in 
at the Union Station. A great crowd 
had gathered at the station and set up 
@® wild cheer as the ex-President ap- 
peared on the platform of his car. He 
vowed his acknowledgments of the noisy 
welcome and stepped into a carriage to 
take part in the parade. 

Gov. Shafroth, Mayor Speyer and M. 
K. Pearsons, president of the Colorado 
Livestock Association, were in the car- 
riage with him. 

The procession went through the 
principal streets to the reviewing 
Stang on Broadway near Seventeenth 
street. During the entire distance of 
the line of march, two miles, the 
sidewalks were packed with a solid 
mass of people, who pressed at the 
ropes which had been put up to keep 
them from the streets and were kent 
back only by the constant efforts of 
mounted policemen, and cavalrymen.
